unusual ‘degree—ia probably duo to. their 
constant seleation of the most beuutiful wo- 
“men of all classes (peoresses,. actresses, or 
wealthy bourgeoisiv) as wives through an 
. immense oumber of generations, Tho regular 
features and fino complexious of the mothers 
are naturally ‘handed: down by heredity to 
their descendants, Similarly if would acem 
that wo must account for the high avorage of 
personal beauty amongst the ancient Greeks 
and tho modern Italiana’ by the high average 
of general taste, the strong lore for the beau- 
tiful, diffused amongst all classes ‘tn’ both 
those races; ‘Lhe prettier women and the 
handsomor men would thus stand o better 
chance of marrying, other thingy equal, and 
of handing down their own refined typeof 
face and figure to their childran.
